The big, ancient son of Harry O’Fallon— May 
Kennedy was an odds-oa choice at 7 to 10 and 
coi sFqnently Lis victory was popnlsr. Conley 
rude O’Connell and it was hie smooth work at 
tbe bead of tbe stretch that won the race. At 
this point Conley bumprd into and cairied 
Algareta snd May Bescb to tbe extreme ont- 
aide. Tbe interference knocked both fillies off 
their stride and by tbe time they recovered tbe 
wire was reached ano O’Ccnnell was tbe winner. 
No foul was claimed agaiast O’Connell and 
outside of a seveie reprimand the judges let 
Ctnley go and the race stand as tbe horses fin- 
ished. 

Outside of tbe O’Ccnnell rousing finish tbe 
other races were not sharply contested, all of 
the other winners having something in reserve. 

Harry Nutter’s sudden awakening started tbe 
scandal. monger going, but as ba is an in and 
ont'jr of the worst kind no action was taken in 
tbe affair, and bis qnick improvement must be 
charged to tbe general uncertainties of racing. 

After winning tbe secend event, Yoloco was 
rnu up to 1700 by Albert Simons. Tbe colt was 
entered for $100 and his owner stood tbe raise. 

F Smith, trainer of tbe horse Astor, has been 
suspended on account of tbe inconsistent rnu- 
ning of the horse Tbe judges further rerom- 
meuded that smith’s license be revoked,
